CHANGES IN TAX 
LAWS PROPOSED 10 
INCREASE RETURN 


Majority Leader Hamlin 
Suggests That All Income 
Tax Work Be Centralized. 
in Auditor’s Office.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17.—A 
broad program for increasing State 
revenues to meet the mounting cost 
of government by centralization of 
collections and more efficient en- 
forcement and avoiding increase of 
present tax rates, was initiated in 
the House yesterday by Representa- 
tives Roy Hamlin of Hannibal, ma- 
jority floor leader, and V. E. Phil- 
lips of Kansas City. 

Through amendments to the sales 
tax and income tax laws, centraliz- 
ing in the office of the State Au- 
ditor, the collection of income taxes, 
as sales tax collections are now 
supervised, it is the expectation of 
Auditor Forrest S~ith and Hamlin 
and Phillips that collections could 
be materially increased. The crea- 
tion of a use tax on purchases by 
Missouri citizens outside the State 
is proposed, though officials believe 
its effect would be to increase pur- 
chases within the State, and thus 
increase sales tax collections, rath- 
er than to bring any large amounts 
ou out-of-State purchases. 

The proposed laws would take out 
of the hands of county assessors 
and collectors the handling of in- 
come tax returns and collection of 
the tax, and lodge all their duties 
with the State Auditor, who would 
be clothed with additional enforce- 
ment powers. 


Would Permit Partial Payment. 
Under the present law returns 


are required by March 15 and the 
payment of the full amount of the 
tax by June 1, a policy which ex- 
perience has shown to permit avoid- 
ance of payment by many individu- 
als who have removed from the 
State between the return date and 
the payment date, or have become 
insolvent, anc by business firms 
which have been dissolved. To at 
least partly meet this situation, it 
is proposed to require the payment 
of one-half of the tax at the time 
the return is made and the remain- 
der before Aug. 1. 

Auditor Smith estimated today 
that he could collect the tax with- 
out additional employes or addi- 
tional expense. Fees paid to coun- 
ty officers, he said, amounted ot 
about $75,000 a year under ‘*e ex- 
isting law.

The agency said that Japan was 
willing to negotiate separately with 
the United States and Great Britain 
concerning the future of their com- 
merce in China, but that guaran- 
tees of equal commercial opportu- 
nity there must be in return for 
concessions strengthening Japan’s 
world position. Japan now holds 
virtually all China’s foreign trade 
outlets. 

“Freedom of residence and trav- 
el” for Orientals in the Anglo-Saxon 
countries was mentioned as one of 
the Japanese terms. This was in- 
terpreted in informed circles to 
mean that Japan would seek revi- 
sion of the United States Exclusion 
Act of 1924 and ask Great Britain 
to exert its influence to have simi- 
lar exclusion laws by its dominions 
altered. 

The 1924 Exclusion Act prohibit- 
ed immigration of aliens ineligible 
for citizenship, which barred Jap- 
anese and Chinese, and ended the 
“sentlemen’s agreement” by which 
Japan undertook to control emigra- 
tion of her nationals to the United 
States. 

The United States and Britain 
would be informed soon of the Jap- 
anese readiness to enter direct ne- 
gotiations, Domei said. There 
would be no conferences, only in- 
dividual talks.

SHERIFF DISARMS

Seizes 48 Weapons, Some 

of Which Are Used to 
Get Rabbit Dinners 
Lean Seasons.

NEW MADRID, Mo., Jan. 17.—

Bed 
clothing stretched ovér odds and) 
ends of furniture continued to be 
the only protection against the 
weather. There appeared to be no 
immediate scarcity of food, such as 
it was, but there was doubt among 
those in the concentration camp as 
to whether promised supplies from 
surplus commodity stores would 
meet their needs because of the red 
tape and the requirement of per- 
sonal application at the depot in 
New Madrid. 

48 Weapons Seized.

Isadore Londe, gangster and con- 
victed bomber, who furnished a new 
$50,000 appeal bond yesterday, was 
released from custody at Clayton 
this morning after he had been 
questioned again at the Sheriff's 
office about the attempted mur- 


der of Lee Baker, important State 
witness in Londe’'s trial. 

As at two previous times when 
Londe was detained in the inquiry 
into the assault on Baker, which 
occurred the night of Nov. 14, 
nothing was learned from him. 
Chief Deputy Sheriff Arnold J. 
Willmann, who told Londe when he 
was booked yesterday that he was 
not there for “a social visit,” said 
to reporters that Londe’s manner 
was surly. He spent the night in 
County Jail. 

When booked, Londe said he was 
34 years old, resided at 827 Weat- 
gate avenue, University City, and 
was employed as a salesman for 
the P. Gerald Dress Co., Nineteenth 
street and Washington avenue.

County Treasury. Appointments of 
deputies would be subject to ap 
proval by the County Court. 

Crain said there now was no limit | 
to the number of deputies who 
could be appointed by constables in 
St. Louis County and that figures 
were not available on their income 
under the fee system.

Edward Greenberg, 46, of Brooklyn, 
and Hermann Pflaster, 36, the 
Bronx. Geffen was held by West- 
chester County authorities on a 
charge of second-degree forgery; 
he others were arrested by New 
York police on charges of forgery. 

Geffen was taken into custody 
Sunday night in his automobile on 
Boston Post road, in Pelha 
Manor, N. Y. In his car we 
forged receipts for 17,000 books of 
sweepstakes tickets. Each book 
contained 12 tickets, which sell at 
$2.50. The other men were seized 
in a raid on a printing establish- 
ment on the eighth floor of 20 West 
Twenty-second gtreet, where the 
counterfeit receipts were allegedly 
printed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17.—An 
effort by Representative V. E. Phil- 


lips of Kansas City to change the 
State school Jaw to increase mate- 
rially the allotment of State school 
funds to St. Louis, Kansas City and 
cities and towns generally, which 
failed in the 1937 Legislature, was 
renewed yesterday in a bill intro- 
duced in the House by Phillips and 
Representative Roy Hamlin of Han- 
nibal, majority floor leader. 

The increase would come prin- 
cipally through larger allotments to 
school districts that employ teach- 
ers with higher qualifications and 
through a requirement that 12% 
per cent of all State school money 
be set aside for distribution on the 
basis of daily average attendance to 
districts that levy a local school tax 
of 60 cents-or more on the $100 
valuation. 

Under the-existing law, out of a 
total State allotment of approxi- 
mately $13,000,000 in the last school 
year, St. Louis received only $426,- 
967, or about 3 per cent, notwith- 
standing the number of pupils in 
St. Louis is about 20 per cent of the 
total in the State, and St. Louis 
pays approximately 40 per cent of 
the taxes collected by the State. 

Basis of Present Law. 

The 1931 school law, the financial 
provisions of which Hamlin and 
Phillips plan to repeal, was based 
on the general idea of equalization 
of educational opportunities regard- 
less of the financial ability of the 
school districts to maintain through 


tually equal standards. 

After the introduction of the bill 
yesterday Phillips said that in the) 
rural school districts, school taxes | 
had been reduced generally to 20 | 
cents on the $100 valuation, and ' 
the districts were maintained with 
funds contributed by the State, 
many of them having excess funds 
because of their large equalization 
quotas. 

He pointed out that these dis- 
tricts, which practically eliminated 
local school taxes, received large 
State allotments at the expense of 
other districts that taxed them- 
selves heavily to maintain first- 
class schools. 

Purpose of Bill. 

“The present bill,” he said, “is de- 
signed to equalize the State aid, so 
that the factors of average daily 
attendance, higher teaching qualifi- 
cations and higher tax levies can 
be given consideration in conjunc- 
tion with the equalization feature.”

SHOTGUN MOTION 
BILL REINTRODUCED 


‘Biennial Attack on Missouri 
Criminal Code Reform Under 
Way in House.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 17.— 
The biennial attempt of the law- 
yers’ bloc in the Legislature to 
knock out virtually the only major 
criminal code reform measure 
passed by tne Missouri lawmakers 
in the past 14 years, got underway 
yesterday afternoon, with introduc- 
tion in the House of a bill which 
would legalize the old, much criti- 
cised “shotgun” form of motions for 
new trials in criminal cases. 

Such bills, to wipe out the reform 
enacted in the 1925 session of the 
Legislature, have been introduced 
in each session of the Legislature 
since that time. Twice the legal 
bloc, which to a large extent dom- 
fnates the Legislature in any mat- 
ters affecting legal codes, has suc- 
ceeded in passing bills repealing 
the reform measure and re-enact- 
ing the old “shotgun” motion law. 
One was vetoed by former Gov. 
Park and the other was vetoed by 
Gov. Stark.

He expressed satisfaction over 
the army’s recent request of ap- 
proved private schools that they 
help in the initial training of its 
pilots and added that the army’s 
system of pouring pilots into com- 
mercial fields after three or four 
years’ service had almost ruined 
private schools in this country. 

New Stimulation Expected. 

Theophilus Lee Jr., of the Boeing 
School of Aeronautics at Oakland, 
Cal., reminded the section of the 
speech made at the luncheon by 
Oswald Ryan of the Civil Aero- 
nautics. Authority, which will be 
in charge of the program. 

“It was said that the Govern- 
ment proposes to use all available 
facilities in this training,” Lee re- 
called.

REINSTATEMENT WITH 
BACK PAY URGED 


Company Held to Have Co- 
erced Workers and Inter- 
fered With Their Union 
Activities. 


By the Associated Press. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 17. 
-~Trial Examiner Madison Hill of 
the National Labor Relations Board 
recommended today in an interme- 
diate report the Maytag Co. at 
Newton, Ia., bargain with a CIO 
union and set aside findings of a 
military tribunal on the discharge 


of 12 striking workers. 

Robert J. Wiener, regional] direc- 
tor of tRe board, said the report 
was to be served on the company 
and United Electrical, Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, Lo- 
cal 1116. Wiener was en route 
to Sioux City in this connection. 

The company posted notice of a 
10 per cent wage cut May 9, 1938. 
The examiner said the company 
refused to negotiate with the union 
and some 400 employes engaged in 
a sit-down strike in protest. 

The plant was closed from May 9 
to Aug. 4, 1938, when the board 
said it was “reopened under mili- 
tary guard.” Newton and adjacent 
territory in Jasper County were 
under martial law in July and Au- 
gust and a military commission 
heard complaints. 

Finding on Military Ruling. 

Hill said he could not rely on 
the military commission hearing 
because its testimony was “desig- 
nated as a military secret” and “no 
practical opportunity was given to 
the 12 men who were discharged 
either to face their accusers or to 
learn the nature of the offenses for 
the alleged commission of which 
they had been discharged.” 

The company had refused to re- 
hire 12 men when the plant opened, 
on the basis of the military find-

Hill said the company coerced its 
workers and interfered with their 
union activities. He said the back- 
to-work movement which sought to 
reopen the plant during the strike 
Was an example of this interference. 
In other findings, the report said 
“some of the most influential citi- 
zens of Newton are closely associ- 
ated with the company through 
business relationship” and “the con- 
trol of the local chamber of com- 
merce is apparent.” He said the 
chamber was active in the back-to- 
work movement. 

Conference in Hotel Room. 
Hill found that George Umbreit, 
company vice-president, had op- 
posed a closed shop “even if the un- 
ion secured a vote of more than 
90 per cent.” He said a letter from 
Umbreit to that effect was shown 
employes in room 304 at the May- 
tag Hotel last April 22. 
“There is no doubt,” the report 
said, “but that the efforts of the 
occupants of room 304 and those 
opposed to the union were aided by 
the letter and its disclosure by Mr. 
Umbreit, and that such assistant 
could only be calculated to intimi- 
date union members.” 
Hill said the company violated the 
law in refusing to bargain with the 
union the day of the sit-down strike 
and the plant superintendent had 
threatened to “go out and fire every 
damned man.” 

“Little Damage” in Strike. 
Regarding the sit-down strike of 


Nelson Krasche!, Hill said 
if any, damage 
done to the plant or its equipment, 
and despite allegations to the con- 
trary, there was no violence or of- 
fer of violence made.” 
Hill dismissed the part of the 
union complaint which alleged 57 
men were locked out May 9 because 
of union activity and another which 
alleged two cupola men who re- 
ported for work May 11 were re- 
fused admittance for union activ- 
ity. He said the events of May 9 
did not constitute discrimination 
against the men because of union 
membership or activity. 
The company and union have 10 
days to file notice of compliance 
with the trial examiner’s recom- 
mendations. Should they not do 
this, ‘they have the same time to 
file a brief with the Labor Board 
or present oral arguments before 
the board issues any order compel- 
ling compliance. Such an order 
would be reviewable by a Circuit

MAN ADMITS KILLING 
FPL READY FOR TRIAL 


Milwaukee High School Junior 
Hacked to Death Yesterday, 
Hearing Set for Today. 


By the Associated Press. 
MILWAUKEE, Jan. 17.—Ernest 


John Mahr, 24. years old, waived 
preliminary hearing when arraigned 
today on a charge of first degree 
murder and was bound over for trial 


this afternoon. He is charged with 
murdering Ruth Scott, 16-year-old 
high school junior, with a hatchet. 

Mahr told District Court Judge 
Harvey Neelan he “wanted to get 
the trial over with as soon as pos- 
sible.” -Mahr confessed killing the 
girl, a childhood acquaintance, yes- 
terday. | 

The girl was hacked to death, and 
her mother attacked, when she 
awoke early yesterday to find a 
prowler in her bedroom. Mrs, Ila 
L. Scott, 57, remained in a serious 
condition with a skull fracture from 
a hatchet blow. 


Identified by Girl’s Mother. 


Last night Mrs. Scott identified 
Mahr as the murderer of her daugh- 
ter and the man who struck her 
when she resisted his attack. 

The girl’s battered and partly 
nude body was found in her bed, 
a gag in her mouth and her hands 
lashed to a bedpost above her head. 

Mahr’s police record dates to 1930, 
when as-a boy’ of 16 he was placed 
on probation after theft of $63 
from his father and larceny of an 
automobile. Later he served terms 
for automobile theft and larceny, 
second offense. 

His father, Ignatz Mahr, said 
Ernest Mahr left home about two 
weeks ago. “Ernest and Ruth were 
always such good friends,” the 
father said, sobbing. ‘‘Why should 
he want to kill her? The Scott 
family and our family were always 
friends.” 

“Went Over to Get the Money.” 

The prisoner said the had known 
the Scott family since he was 7 or 
8. “Several days ago I went over 
to visit Mrs. Scott and Ruth,” he 
said. “I heard them mention some 
money they were going to collect 
as rent. Last night I went over to 
get the money. I went through 
the bathroom window and started 
to search the house for the money. 
Ruth woke up and I went down 
cellar and got the hatchet.” 

Mrs. Scott, who told police Mahr 
had tried to force his attentions 
on Ruth, said she awakened and 
recognized him in semi-darkness, a 
hatchet in one of his hands, a 
butcher knife in the other. She 
was struck on the head and hand 
before the intruder fled. 

Mahr was arrested by deputies 
who stopped every automobile 
heading south toward Chicago, 
after an alarm was broadcast. They 
found Mahr riding In a truck.

The accused man, who is 41 years 
old, married, the father of one child 
and a member of the School Board, 
was arrested yesterday and freed 
under $10,000 bond. He conferred 
with his lawyer, Russell Rhodes of 
Peru, former Indiana American Le 
gion commander, 

Campbell said, if convicted, Har- 
ter could be sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment or fined up to $5000, 
or both, on each count.

Col. Harrington repeated today 
his request for a $875,000,000 ap- 
propriation to operate the WPA 
until June 30. This sum was asked 
by President Roosevelt, but the 
House cut the allotment to $725,- 
000,000. 

Chairman Adams (Dem.), Colo- 
rado, of 'the Senate Appropriations 
Subcommittee said he hoped to 
conclude hearings on the relief bill 
this afternoon. 

Cut to $600,000,000 Sought. 

Chairman Giass (Dem.), Virginia, 
of the Senate Appropriations Com- 
mittee and his colleague, Senator 
Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, were report- 
ed seeking a reduction to $600,000,- 
000 or less. Senator Harrison 
(Dem.), Mississippi was among the 
influential members described as 
- ready to back the $600,000,000 pro- 
posal. 

Thus, before~administration fol- 
lowers could try to restore the fund 
to the §875,000,000 originally re- 
quested by President Roosevelt, 
They had to fight for retention of 
the House total. They expressed 
confidence they could stop any fur- 
ther reduction.

Conservatives Hold Control 
In Most Congressional Committees 


Republicans’ Gains Make It Possible for 
Coalition to Override Wishes of 
Administration. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, ‘Jan. 17.—Con- 
servative Democrats are holding 
the balance of power in most con- 
gressional committees this. year, 
largely as a result of Republican 
gains in the 1938 elections. 

The greater Republican memier- 
ship means more committee posts 
for the minority, with a consequent 
decrease of the Democratic repre- 
sensation. Thus it is possible for a 
combination of Republicans and a 
few Democrats to override the 
wishes of administratian supporters 
on the bulk of the committees. 

The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee, for instance, cut $150,000,000 
from the President’s relief request 
because a number of Democrats 
joined Republicans in the voting. 

Conservatives Move Up. 

Some few conservative Democrats 
have won new appointments to in- 
fluential committees in the last 
\week. Others have edged upward 
'to more important positions by the 
‘traditional seniority rules. 

Oddly enough, though the com- 
mittees are the creation of Con- 
gress, it is rarely that either House 
manages to shake itself free from 
committee decisions and strike out 
for itself. 

Thus, the way it works out is 
that the laws which were enacted 
freely during the first Congresses 
of President Roosevelt's adminis- 
tration are likely to be carefully 
and slowly recast by conservatives. 

Some of the quiet maneuverings 
that have given a different tenor to 
many of the important Senate and 
House committees have been 
achieved only by warm disputes in- 
sidé the Democratic party. 

One of the hottest was over the 
selection of Representative West of 
Texas for a Democratic vacancy on 
the House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. West was backed by the 
conservative wing of the party. He 
was one of the 16 House members 
to vote against the $725,000,000 
emergency relief bill. 

Post of Double Importance. 

The Ways and Means Commiteee 
post, for a Democrat, is one of 
double importance. Not only does 


the committee shape tax legislation, 
but its Democratic members form 
a board of party strategy in the 
House. They work out the commit- 
tee assignments for other Demo- 
crats. 

In certain other spots, conserva- 
tives appear dominant. Administra- 
tion control of the Rules Committee 
is regarded by many members as 
doubtful. 

All important legislation flows 
through that committee to the 
House floor, The committee decides 
how long it shall be debated, wheth- 
er it shall be open to amendment, 
and whether it-shall be put ahead 
of the hundreds of other bills for 
consideration. 


Complaint Against O’Connor. 


Sometimes the decisions of the 
committee are voted down, but 
that does not happen often. One 
of the chief complaints that the 
administration made against former 
Representative O’Connor, (Dem.), 
New York, who was defeated last 
November, was that the committee 
under his chairmanship had blocked 
administration legislation. A fight 
in that committee held the Wage 
and Hour Bill off: the House floor 
for many months. 

Representative Sabath (Dem.), 
Illinois, dean of the House, was 
chosen yesterday to succeed O’Con- 
nor, and the Democratic vacancies 
on the committee were filled with 
Delaney, New York, Colmére, Mis- 
sissippi, Nelson, Missouri, and 
Dempsey, New Mexico. All are con- 
sidered administration supporters, 
but many observers think the con- 
servative holdover members of the 
14-man committee will have the bal- 
ance of power. 

Four Missouri Chairmen. 

Four Missouri Congressmen were 
selected chairmen.

Life sentences 
then ‘were given two members of 
the Irish Republican Brotherhood.

After large numbers of sharecroppers had been 
‘given notices of eviction, they gathered on the road- 
‘gide in a planned dramatization of their plight. By 
doing so, they called attention to the injustices 
| caused by AAA crop control rules, and, in possibly 
lesser degree, to the attitude of large cotton planters 
toward these humble workers. 

Acting under orders of Dr. Harry Parker, State 
Health Commissioner, to remove the sharecroppers 
from the roadside because they “constituted a men- 
ace to public health,” Supt. B. Marvin Casteel of the 


news. He told the sharecroppers to move or be forci- 
bly ejected from their miserable roadside shelters. 


Farmers’ Union, who had come from Memphis to ad- 
‘vise the demonstrators, as he had a perfect right to 
do, was escorted by the police to the State line and 
told to get out—an incident reminiscent of happen 
‘{ngs in Harlan County, Ky. Four CIO men from 
St. Louls, who came to distribute food to the camp- 
ers, were questioned and advised to leave. 

The sharecroppers were then brusquely dispersed. 
About 500 of them, in the name of public health, 
were railroaded to a 40-acre tract in the swampy area 
covered by the 1937 flood. Im this concentration 
camp, they made flimsy shacks of sheets, canvas, tar- 
paulin and boards. The menace to public health, at 
least to the health of the sharecroppers, continues 
to exist, but at least they are off the road—where 
their presence was embarrassing to the planters. 

No doubt, the planters are highly pleased with the 
police methods, but it may strike disinterested ob- 
servers of the occurrence that the problem presented 
by the sharecroppers, involving an important nation- 
al policy and lacking any semblance of law violation, 
was not a matter for the police at all. Rather, it 
was a matter of sympathetic inquiry and attention 
from the AAA, the Red Cross and the relief agencies. 

In the Missouri Blue Book description of the duties 
of the State police and in the statute defining its du- 
ties, there is nothing authorizing the police to run 
‘law-abiding people out of the State or to create con- 
‘centration camps for unfortunate citizens. “The prin- 
| cipal duties of the troops,” to quote from the Blue 
| Book, “are to enforce criminal law, enforce the motor 
vehicle law and regulate traffic on the highways of 
the State.” 

There is no intimation. anywhere that the Legis- 
lature intended the police to solve the State’s so- 
ciological or economic problems, or to escort to the 
State line men who have a right to be in the State. 

The sharecroppers peaceably assembled. They 
were unceremoniously disassembled, hustled out of 
sight so that their pathetic circumstances might no 
longer claim public attention, 

As we have said; the State police, by minding their 
own business, have an excellent record and have 
received high praise. It is to be hoped that they

CIVIL SERVICE FOR SOCIAL SECURITY. 

In proposing that states receiving Federal aid be 
required to establish the merit system for the per- 
sonnel of social security agencies, President Roose- 
velt has taken a step toward a long-overdue reform. 
The wholesale mingling of politics with relief and 
old-age assistance in many states has been a dark 
blot on the record of the administration, and one 
that was unnecessary and unwarranted. 

All along, the Federal Social Security Commission 
has had the right to withhold Federal funds from any 
state in which the system was badly administered. 
Instead of using this authority to keep relief and old- 
age assistance on an efficient, non-political basis, the 
states have been allowed to put spoils politicians in 
charge and to pack the rolls with “cheaters” and 
“chiselers,” as they are called by Gov. Stark, whose 
claim to admission was that they had “voted right.” 

States like Oklahoma, Ohio and Missouri have been 
allowed to use old-age assistance as an excuse for 
a political spending jag, with scarcely an admonitory 
word until the malodorous conditions shocked local 
citizens into appealing to Washington for a cleanup. 

But although the Federal Social Security Commis- 
sion. has not done its part to keep politics out of 
pensions and relief, a portion of the blame rests on 4 
Congress which explicitly forbade the commission 
from prescribing rules for the selection of social se- 
curity employes in the various states and from ex- 
ercising any authority over the tenure of the employes 
after they were chosen. The folly of this course, 
which derived from a mistaken conception of states

rights, has now been clearly demonstrated. 
The severe contrast between conditions in most | 
states and in New York, where Gov. Lehman put the | 
machinery under trained workers selected accord- 
ing to the merit system, is final proof of the evils 
which could have been prevented from the beginning 
if proper safegvards had been written into the law.

pense of private consumers, and a readjustment to 
correct the injustice has long been in order.

Mr. Schwep- | 
pe may be assured of widespread support for his bill.

The problem here is to bring 
that nose into line. The most im- 
portant thing to do is to carry the 
hair forward to mask the receding 
forehead and balance the nose. 

Another grave mistake in the 
left-hand sketch is the curl on a 
level with the eye, narrowing the 
face where width is most needed.

Hand — Depression ° Is

| YSTERICAL children do not 
| mean what they say. Those 
; who, when thwarted, storm and 


using a phrase that has dramatic 
effect. It is a mean habit that 
should be corrected, ‘* possible, at 
once. Not that it does the hys- 
terical one much harm. It doesn’t. 
'It is just words that use some of

ture, Such an experience will 
check the hysterics and make the 
young person think twice before 
trying it again. 

Cold water is the best medicine 
known for such demonstrations. 
It is a form of treatment that can 
have no ill effects. It cannot be 


called a punishment, or harsh 
treatment. It is a professional 
remedy for hysteria. Accompany 


the cold water with silence.

Thoroughness is part of 
the cure. 

Don’t be alarmed when such a/ 
young person has a temper tan- 
trum, for that is what it really is. 
He feels injured and he wants to 
make other people feel that way 
too, if he can. If he gets no re- 
sponse save the cup of cold water, 
he will be discouraged and try 
some other scheme to win atten- 
tion. He may even try attending 
to his business of growing up.

There is no question but what 
Mrs. Roosevelt is a very remark- 
able person, but she is not a genius, 
and she would do well to limit her 
interests to a few activities in which 
she could attain a reputation as an 
authority. Great women such as 
Mme. Curie, Florence Nightingale 
and Jane Addams were satisfied to 
devote their lives to one cause. 


It is not necessary for the wife 
of the President to inhibit her in- 
terests to the point of boredom, but 
it is impossible for one person to 
do as much as Mrs, Roosevelt does 
with-any degree of permanent suc- 
cess or perfection. Even the great 
Michelangelo, the genius of all ages, 
restricted his talents to only four 
professions. His motto was: ;"Trifles 
make perfection, but perfection is 
no trifle.” 


It seems to me that before the 
average person has had time to re- 
flect on one thing that Mrs. Roose- 
velt is engaged in, she is off to an- 
other interest. Can that be con- 
ducive to perfection or permanent 
good?

UESTION 40 of the recent ex- 
amination was designed delits 
erately to trap players who are 
overtimid about opening the bid- 
ding.

I am gratified to report that of the 
20,140 answers that reached me on 
this question, 66 per cent made the 
correct answer. To quote the actual 
figures: 14,402 bid one heart; 5382 
passed; 356 bid one spade.
